a discrimination against the 
boys in the service, and I am 
strongly opposed to any such 
plan. 


"It can be for but one pur- 


pose, and that is to help alle- 
viate inflation. Our War Bond 
program and lax program is a 
much sounder way 16 take care 
of the surplus money that 1hc 
people will have and for which 
materials can not be bought 
during this war.

bookkeeping, cooking, 


foundry, 
the international 
morse 


code, 
machine shop, 
mechani- 


cal drawing, model plane building, 
nursing, nutrition, office machine 
operation, personal 
hygiene, photo- 


graphy, plane repair, 
pre-flight 


aeronautcis, radio and telephone re- 
pair, shorthand and 
typewriting, 


and wood working. 
. 


Of these, Spencer said, agricul- 


ture, auto repair, bookeeping, 
cook- 


ing, 
modelplane 
building, nursing, 


office machine management, nutri- 
tion, and radio and telephone re- 
pair work, should provide a wide 
variety of job opportunities in the 
post-war world. 


The report said that since pas- 


sage of the 'teen-age 
draft bill, no 


boy can plan to do more than com- 
plete his current semester of work 
after he reaches 18 "unless he is

"Each young person must make

The outlook for industry in ®- 


1943 is explained below by the 
Chief of the Division of Indus- 
trial Economy of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce.

Under the urge of war American 


industry has set another all-time pro- 
duction record in the past 
twelve 


months. 
> 


Durable goods makers now com- 


prise nearly three-fifths of all produc- 
tion, a higher proportion than in any 
previous year, the great bulk, being 
muintions of war-ships, planes, tanks, 
guns, ammunition and field equip- 
ment. The monthly rate of production 
of these goods in December was about 
2 1-2 times as great as it was at the 
beginning of the year. 
More Changes Ahead 


While the large-scale conversion of 


our production system to war produc- 
tion has been accomplished without 


serious evcnomoc dislocations it has 
completely changed the natrue of 
many of the nation's important in- 
dustries. The automotive industry is 
now making trucks, military vehicles, 
tanks, airplane engines, planes and 
other armament items at a rate three- 
ourths higher than the dollar volume 
level of he industry's best peacetime 
year. 


Urgent war needs for metals, skill- 


ed manpower and productive facilities 
have made it necessary to convert, 
completely or partially, many other 
large and important industries, such 
as radios.refrigehators, washng ma- 
chines, typewriters, stoves and many 
other products of consumers' goods. 


To meet the changing conditions of 


war goods, certain adjustments of 
production and production scheduels 
will undoubtly be made in 1D42. The 
prospects are, however, that a contin- 


uous higher output of all war goods 
v.-ill be accomplished in 1943, limited 
only by materials supply, manpower 
and transportation. 
Real Test in 1943 


An equally difficult and importanl 


task faces our productive system in 
turning out food, clothing and other 
supplies necessery for both war an< 
essential civilian use. The food, fats 
industries will be taxed to the limits 
and oils, processing, textile, and othe 
in 1943 to meet requirements. Both in 
the durable and nondurable groups 
ails and transportation will adversel 
lie demands for manpower, mater 
affect producers of less essential item 


The year 1943 will be a period o 


a real test of our ability to produc 
as the "arsenal of democracy." Th 
peak of our all-out war effort mu 
and will be reached in 1943. We ai 
well on our way to that goal as th 
year begins.

You might argue that a 
year of war has made the Ameri-
